LETTEBS FBOM THE PEOPLE.

ArrMlreta sttaal Areaaiierltia-e- .
Te the Editors of the Appeal :

Having seen and heard many very
criticisms on our architecture by

visiting as well as resident parties, I beg a
leaye to say through the colrimcs of your

ner a few words, not in defense of archi
tecture, bul rather in uJCl of archi-
tects, who are forced to shoulder ali the
blame and abuse that these self appointed
critics choose to heap npon them. For
fear some one will mistake my motive, I
will say just here that I am not speaking
in my own defense, for 1 am not a mem-
ber of that much-abuse- d class, but I am a
draughtsman, In which position I can
easilv see that which "is rotten in Den-
mark." In th find; place, here every man
is his own architect, and there is an old
adage which says: "A man that is his
own architect has a fool for his client."
Here an architect is looked upon as a
mere draughtsman, whose business it is to
carry out some else's ideas, and it is rare
indeed that he is allowed to consult his
own opinions. Of course 1 ani bound to
allow that persons building should be con-

sulted; that is, the architect should get
their icleds cf what they want, and he
should then be alicwed to nxe his own
judgment in arranging these Into some
practical shape. Only do away with
the feeling that an architect is a
sort of " an artist whose business
it is to dfaw upon paper the picture of a
building existing fn the imagination of his
client. When a man dictates to an archi-
tect he should first relieve him of all re-

sponsibility, for a person not familiar with
the rules of construction and proportion is
certain to come in direct contact with
these rales, thereby destroying not only
beauty but durability ; and the men who
do these things are as ignorant as they are
set in their motives. As 1 said before,
there are rules of construction that must
be followed, and any intelligent person of
can see the necessity of this. Only
imagine how galiing it must be to an
architect who takes a pride in his work, to
have for bis client some ignorant know-al- l,

who persists in dictating to him how
the work shall be done, and I do not ex-
aggerate when'I say that the majority are
just such men, and who can blame tbe
architerte if the building is not what it
should be? 1 have known persons who inconsult and often adopt the opin-
ions ofof some ignorant Village carpenter j l
preference to his architects, and these
men have yet to learn that a builder is not
an architect, and that there is a very wide
difference between the two. A lew, of
late, have been sending to the architects
of other cities for designs, and those who
do this claim for them a superiority over
those made here, and granting this to tie
the fact does not show our archi-
tects to lie incompetent; but tbe
reason of this superior designing abroad
is plainly to be seen. This architect being ofso far separated from his client their com-
munication is limited, and as a matter of
course the architect is left to pursue his
own course, as hia judgment prompts, and
thus the resr.lt a tasty nnd
design. -- Jlsa too often set theirdesireson
buildings too exponfitre ft Hieir purse,
and in order to satisfy their desires the of
architect is forced to reduce the cost ot a
building and injure its durability, and, 1
may say, its effect; that is, he must, as hia
client suggests, make lighter walls, put in
smaller timbers, use cheap material, dis-

pense with decoration ; in short, make a
rickety old barn, where it in neither saie
or pleasant to live, and the result is, the
man is not pleased, no one is pleased, and
the architect shoulders the blame. Would
it not have, been better for that man to
have built a bouse according to his means
or have lived in a tenement until be could
have afforded one he should have liked?
I have not mentioned half th difficulties
detrimental to good architecture here, but "'

suade all intelligent persons of the gross
